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THE CONSTITUTION AND GENERAL WELFARE 


The representatives of many corporations have gotten 
into the limelight with “protect the constitution” as the 
smoke screen behind which they attempt to hide their 
activities against the welfare of the masses. The reac- 
tionary position of these industrial Bourbons and their 
sycophantic lawyers lends interest to the interpretation 
of the constitution in terms of the people’s rights given 
by President Roosevelt in his speech at Fremont, 
Nebraska, outlining the great improvement in the farm- 
ers’ economic conditions during the past two years under 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 

Mr. Roosevelt suggested that one of the most import- 
ant gains under the agricultural policy “is the develop- 
ment of the farmers’ ability, through co-operation with 
other farmers, to direct and control the conditions of 
his life.” 

This co-operation, he said, is obtained by the farmers 
themselves planning and operating the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act programs “through nearly 5,000 county 
production control associations, which are manned by 
more than 100,000 committee men and which number 
among their members more than 3,000,000 adjustment 
contract signers.”’ 

Pointing out that “the government's part in this pro- 
gram is merely to supply the unifying element that the 
farmers themselves, in their past efforts, found so essen- 
tial to success,’ the President added: 

“That, it seems to me, is the true function of gov- 
ernment under our constitution —- to promote general 
welfare, not by interfering unduly with individual liber- 
ties, but by bringing to the aid of the individual those 
powers of government which are essential to assure the 
continuance of the inalienable rights which the con- 
stitution is intended to guarantee. It is democracy in the 
good old American sense of the word.” 

Declaring that the Agricultural Adjustment Act con- 
stitutes an “enduring principle’’ adopted by ‘‘a nation-. 
facing the realities of today and prudently taking thought 
for tomorrow,” and expressing the belief that “the farm- 
ers of America will always be able to guard the principles 
of liberty and democracy for which their ancestors 
fought” during the early days of the republic, the Pres- 
ident continued: 

“I like to think that agricultural adjustment is an 
expression, in concrete form, of the human rights those 
former patriots sought to win. when they stood at the 
bridge at Concord, when they proclaimed the Declara- 
tion of Independence and when they perpetuated these 
ideals by the adoption of the constitution. 

“Methods and machinery change, but principles go 
on, and | have faith that, no matter what attempts may 
be made to tear it down, the principle of farm equality 
expressed by agricultural adjustment will not die.
